The president de jure, as Mr. Dana 
would say, lives in a baronial resi- 
den ?e at the upper end of Yonkers. 
"Greystone Park" was the property of 
Mr. John T. Waring, whom it cost a 
round half million of dollars. It could 
be rebuilt to-day for half that sum; 
but a house and grounds worth $250,- 
000 ought to be good enough for even 
a president de jure. The house is as 
imposing architecturally as a castle. 
It is built ol grayish stone, and is of 
extraordinary height. The furnishing 
of the house corresponds to the mag- 
nificence of the exterior. Perhaps the 
distinctive feature of the edifice is the 
noble hail, worthy of an English castle, 
of immense size, and with its western 
windows opening upon an unob- 
structed view of the imperial river 
and the ragged escarpments beyond. 
The estate is tastefully laid out, and 
there is a large variety of trees., Mr.

a great fortune. At 4.6; ivhen he died, 
he had won great honors as an inven- 
tor and manufacturer, and his estate 
was worth over five millions. 


Col. Colt led n bachelor life For sev- 


eral years, and had rooms in tho old 
Union Hall building here, which were 
the resort of the club men of tlie town. 
No one supposed he would ever marry, 
but a lovely lady in Middletown cap- 
tivated him and he set about winning 
her. It was not nu easy task. Her 
father, Kev. Dr. J'arvis, of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, was not at 
first favorably disposed to the uniofi, 
considering the colonel a little too 


uch given to the ways of tho world; 


but the colonel himself was equal to 
the emergency, and probably never 
put his inventive faculties to better 
service. Not long after Col. Colt led 
Miss Elizabeth. H. Jarvis to the altar, 
the wedding being the most brilliant 
one. the people of Middletown had 
witnessed. The bridal party left ou a 
special train for New York, and in a 
fe^Y weeks the colonel and his bride 
returned to Hartford to occupy the 
splendid mansion which he had nro- 
vided.

Colt, but only one survived him. This 
one is Mr. Cald-vell H. Colt, who be- 
came 21 years of age yesterday, and 
the occasion, was made conspicuous by 
a magnificent party gathering given 
in his honor by Ms esteemed mother. 
More than .one thousand invitations 
were sent out, and guests were here 
from New York, Boston, and other 
centres. 
Hartford ladies have been 


busy for a mouth preparing for it. 
The young man, on hisbirthday, comes 
into possession of great wealth, a mod- 
irate estimate placing it at two mil- 
lions of dollars, to which in the future, 
if he lives, will be added further por- 
iiona of the estate—now set apart for 
tho life use of Mrs. Colt. . He is !i 
youth of generous disposition, fond of 
sports', and will be apt to enjoy his 
money instead of being recklessly prod- 
igal of it. His first entrance to society 
was at Newport this season, where he 
ignred somewhat prominently with 
.iveried footman and driver. Guests 
jegan to arrive at .the Colt mansion 
at1 8A o'clock this evening, and the 
throng pott red in for an hour after, 
every public carriage in Hartford 
aeing engaged to convey people who 
were favored with invitations.

A MAaNIFIOENT PABTY. 


Tlic Birthday Reccplioii of a YontiK- 


Mna W o r t h $2,000,000 Col. 
Colt's iioii.

Hartford, Nov. 23.—When Col. 
Samuel Colt started life in Hartford 
it was with poverty staring him in the 
face, but possessing a strong inveiuive 
faculty, he put it to good use and suc- 
ceeded in making for him?eif a n-jm- 
tation throughout the civiliiriHl world 
throuiih the sale of his revolveri;, and 
a groat fortune. At 46, wlien he dic<J, 
he had won great honors as an inven- 
tor and manufacturer, and lii.s estate 
was worth over five millions. 


Col. Colt led a bachelor life for sev- 
eral years, and had rooms in the old 
Union Hall building here, which were 
the resort of the club men of the town. 
No one supposed he would ever marry, 
but a lovely lady in IMiddletov.'n cap- 
tivated him and he set about wiuiiiiig 
her. It was not an easy task. Her 
father, Rev. Dr. Jarvis, of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, was not at 
first favorably disposed to the uniofi, 
considering the colonel a little too 
much given to the ways of the world; 
but the colonel himself was equal to 
the emergency, and probably never 
put his inventive faculties to better 
service. 
Not long after Col. Colt led 
Miss Elizabeth H. Jarvis to the altar, 
the wedding being the most brilliant 
one the people of Middletown had 
witnessed. 
The bridal party left on a 
special train for New York, and in a 
few weeks the colonel and his bride 
returned to Hartford to occupy the 
splendid mansion which he had pro- 
vided. 


Three children were born to Col. 
Colt, but only one survived him. This 
one is Mr. Caldwell H. Colt, who be- 
came 21 years of age yesterday, and 
the occasion was made conspicuous by 
a maginificent party gathering given 
in his honor by his esteemed mother. 
More than one thousand invitations 
were sent out, and guests were here 
from New York, Boston, and other 
centres. 
Hartford ladies have been 
busy for a month preparing for it. 
The young man, on hisbirthday, comes 
into possession of great wealth, a mod- 
erate estiuiate placing it at two mil- 
lions of dollars, to which in the future, 
if he lives, will be added furtiier por- 
tions of the estate—now set apart fur 
the life use of Mrs. Colt. He is a 
yonth of generous disposition, fond of 
sports, and will be apt to enjoy his 
money instead of being recklessiy prod- 
igal of it. His tirst entrance to society 
was at Newport this season, where he 
figured somewhat prominently witli 
liveried footman and driver. 
Guests 
began to arrive at the Colt mansion 
at 
o'clock this evening, and the 
throng poured in for an hour after, 
every public carriage in Hartford 
being engaged to convey people who 
v/ere favored with invitations. ]Mrs. 
Colt has given the largest parties of 
any one in this city for several years, 
but none equal to this with the excep- 
tion of her grand reception tendered 
on the occasion of the marriage of her 
only sister, Hettie, to Mr. C. Nichols 
Beach a few years ago. The floral 
decorations to-night are very exten 
sive and beautiful. 
Upon entering, 
the visitor was attracted by the cover- 
ings of the stairways and newel posts 
with flowers and vines, and the scene 
presented in all the rooms was in 
keeping with this hall display. 
Over 
the doors to the library and parlors 
were beautiful arches of flowers and 
evergreens. 
The parlor mantels were 
heavil}»- banked with choice cut flow- 
ers, and from the brilliant chandeliers 
hung festoons of smilax extending to 
the cfeiling. The conservatory attached 
to the hous3 w.as finely illumiuated. 
Around many of the rooms were scat 
tered rich floral designs, conspicuous 
among which were horseshoes, for 
good luck, and cornucopias with bas- 
ket bouquetF, t t j . Tlie 
fcub^tantiil 
supper table was set in the regular 
dining room. 
Among the chief orna- 
ments of this table were three mag- 
nificent solid silver epcrgues filled 
with tropical fruits. The dresses of 
the party were very brilliant, white 
predominating, with attachments ot 
flowers, and the display of diamonds 
was very rare. 
¡Music was furnished 
by Colt's Armory Band, and for danc- 
ing by Atkins's orchestra. A feature 
of the occasion was the introduction 
of the .singing quadrille. In this ladies 
appeared in novel costumes, and gen- 
tlemen in dress coats faced with red 
and blue satin and buttons to match. 
The music consisted of "Bay Rhvthni?," 
and wassungto melodies from "Mother 
Goose" by the dancers. 


It is said to-night that Mr. Caldwell 
Colt is to reccive a fortune independ- 
ent of that left by his father's will, 
the story beinir that when the boy was 
a babe Col. Colt, largely engaged in 
manufacturing arms in England, in- 
vested a half million dollars in British 
consols at three percent and railway 
securities bearing four per(5ent, these 


investments being in the son's name. 
As guardian, the mother has invested 
the income of this separate fortune, 
which it is said amounts, with the 
principal, to about a million dollars.
